The subpoena atated that the 
testimony requested was to be given at an Executive session.

and on the morning of Thursday, 1) February, Mr. Carlisle Humelsine, 
Deputy Under Secretary of State-Administration, cailed on Mr. Frank 
Wisner, Deputy Director for Plans, CIA. Mr. Wisner requested me to 
attend the conference. 
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5. It was explained to Mr. Humelsine that the Subcommittee was 
in actual possession of a copy of a report made by to the 20X1A 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, at the request of the latter's 
agents, ani conseguen was in possession of the information on 
25X1A which they wished to testify. CIA had notified the FBI 
of the inci ult of internal memoranda for the record 
25X1A prepared team his conversation with[” ———=<d| CIASTATTOTHR 
had made no official written report to the FBIs consequently the 
paper in possession of the Subcommittee was the only official report 
of the matter but it was substantially in mnformancewith the in- 
ternal reports and records of CIA. Mr. Humelsine indicated that the 
Department of State felt it was extremely unfortunate to have this 
25X1A matter raised by the Subcommittec aud that it would be preferable 
if[_sdcowld be instructed not to testify. 


6. Mr. Humelsine talked to Mr. Adrian Fisher, Legal Advisor 
to the Departuent of State, by telephone and reportud thet Mr. Fisher 
recommended heving the President instruct[ __—=s'i|that he could 25X1A 
not testify as to any information in his possession on this matter 
in the interests of national security. It was pointed out to 
25X1A Mr. Humelsine that this raised two questions: first, wiether Mrs

the Subcommittee by such an order and, secondly, whether politically 
such @ prohibition would not have an adverse effect aa indicating 
that the administration was attempting to suppress information already 
in the hands of the committee. It was agreed that due to the political 
aspects and to Mr. Fisher's recommendation, the matter should be dis- 
cussed with Mr. Charles Murphy, Legal Advisor to the President.
